NEARLY MOBBED, 


Preciact Judges and Clerks Locked Up 
All Night. 


A SEVENTEENTH WARD BOW AT THE 
DEMOCRATIC PRIMARIES. 


The Judges Refuse to Count the Ballots 
at Precincts 101 end 1028-A Mob 
Threatens Them ant the Police Are 
Called Upon for Frotection— Assistant 


Chief Reedy Takes Possesion of the 


Ballet-Box—The Matter Before the 
Democratic Cenvention. 


At the close ot the Democratic primary 
election the polling place in the Seventeenth 
Ward, precincts.101 and 102, ioéated at 1917 
Locust street, the judges and clerks in 
charge of affairs refused to count the ballots. 
This action caused intense excitement and 
indignation among the large crowd gathered 
about the place, and they threatened to 
mob the judges and clerks unless the count 
was at once made. The police on the ground 
were insufficient to cope with the crowd, and 
an extra squad of officers was hastily sum 
moned to the scene. The judgesand clerks 
both remained obdurate and with the bal 
lots, which had been dumped from the box 
on to the table, scattered before them, they 
remained at the poiling-piace glaring at 
each other throughout the entire night. The

DAVIES’ VERSION.
